— Yf^tcrrlny's 
wssion of the Methodist Kpixoiial k^'u- 
fnil crmfercnce was (Icvotcfl to tlio 
traiisru tidii of rdutiiio business, which 
was sandwiched in between the ballots 
for the eltictiou of two agenti of the 
book concern eaoh for New York and 
Cincinnati, and two agents of tiM mia- 
ticnary society. 

It took four ballots to elect the a^'oiits 
of tlio New Yiirk huok cuiicern. It 
sulted iu fieb'Ctm^' Ur. Katnn and Dr. 
I^Ianis. It took four ballots t(i settle 
the Cincinnati contest, whu li resultnl 
iu tlie sidection of Dr. II. C. ■Jeniun^;-; 
and L<}uis Curts. 

Kcsulutious dinouiu iiiLr as disgrace- 
ful the sale of into.\ii atuiK li(iuors in 
the Capitol at \Vasliinj:ton and com- 
mendiug the bUl reported by the housts 
committer prohibitiut: it, wer(> adopted. 
Thu resolutions dosed with a stroii;; ap- 
peal to both the senate aud house to 
pass the bill. 

An incident of the session was an ad- 
dress by the retiring Bishop Foster that 
was full of kindly feeling for the dele- 
gates und of apologies for the action of 
uie conference in voting him nonetfec- 
ttTB. Biahop Foster said that since his 
retirement he had been flooded with 
telegrams and letters of sympathy iu 
which the action of the conference was 
characterized as an outrage aud as cruel 
and bmtal. In tome of them the word 
"homilUtion" oconired. He said ho 
had been 69 years a minister of the 
Methodiat ohuch. He had never con - 
■ciondydone anything for which he 
•honld be honuUatea nor had any 
brother in the miniatrr or laitj done 
anything which humiliated him. He 
■aid the writen of the letters of sym 
pathy did not understand the economy 
of the church, which provided that the 
time must come iu every man's life 
wlieti lie must be suijerannuttted. That 
was what had liai)pened to him. He be- 
lieved the hearts of the delegates were 
artVctiunately disposed to him, lUid that 
their action was tor the best. He wouUl 
into retirement witli the kindliest 
and most loving remeinbeianceSi tUld 
without feelings of resentment. 

As Bishop Foster concluded, Bishop 
Bowman arose and said: "AH that 1 
desire to say is amen." 

The committee on state of the church 
decided to take up on Friday the propo- 
sition to form a kind of supri'iue court 
which will have final authority iu all 
cases of the dismu.sal of laymen. The 
plan is to have a body of laymen, 
three of whom shall act us a court of 
inquiry to which all ai)iieals shall be 
made. The couinntti e will ask the con- 
ference to request Bolivia, Bern, Chili 
and Ecuador to remove constitutional 
discrimination against niLssioiiaries. In 
these countries marriage by I'mtestant 
ministers is not recognizeil as legal. 
The committee again took up tlu' reso- 
lution atiking for the insertion of tiie 
name of the deity in the United States 
oonstitntiou and voti d it down. 

The committee ou temperance decided 
to present to the coiiiereiue a strong: 
resointion against the use of toliaeco. 
ThffiT will aavii>i> that the discipline bo 
changed to include all persons who hold 
Uorases for the sale of liqnor in the sec- 
tion prohibiting members certain forms 
of amusement and kinds of business. 
This is intended to strike (druggists. 
The conference will be requested to or- 
der an anniuil collection for temparanoe 
pitrpuses, one*fonrth to go to the stand* 
ing committee on temperance and one< 
fourth to the annual conference aud 
half to the quarterly conferences. 

The committee on episcopacy dapided 
on its report on episcopal resjdwices. 
The places remain unchanged with two 
exceptions. The bishop who has here- 
tofore gone to New Orleans may go to 
Fort Worth, Tex., if he sees fit. An 
episcopal residence was taken from 
Omaha and given to Portland, Or. The 
reason is that tliero is a bishop at To- 
pektt, Kau., nearliy. There was a big 
Hght against this change in committee, 
and there will be a greater one in the 
conference. An effort was made to 
place the St. Louis episcopal residence 
in somejotlier city, but it failed. 

An|aitempc was made to have the 
committee on itineracy recommend that 
u bishop must make any aiipointmi iit 
ui-kvd for by thrce-fourtlis of the ine- 
uiding ehleis. It was accepted with 
the modilic.ition recommending tiie 
bisliops to grant such riiiuests. The 
cumiuitt. e (I'.seu.-sed the proposition to 
allow trial pn'iichers to iierA)rm the 
nuuTiugo ceremony, und will probably 
report iav of ably upon it.

denies that any niemliers of officials of 
the Turkish government have ever tried 
iu any way to direct or control her dis- 
tributions.

f |WA8HixoTOir, May 21.— D. M. Hefford 
of Toledo, tho Inventor of the original 

pneumatic dynamite gun, with the later 
development of which Lieutenant E. L. 
Zalinski, U. S. \., had some parr, is 
here to take out patents ou ou improved 
pneumatic gnu which he beUerea will 
revolutionize coast defenses. 
"With 1,000 pounds pressure to the 

Snare inch," said he, "I can throw u 
•inch shell loaded with 50O pounds of 
high explosives a distance of six miles. 
A battery of such guns will make New 
York harbor impregnable. No man-of- 
war can be constructed which can with- 
stand tho shock of such an explosion. 

"Remember that wiiilo the best 18- 
inch guns have a range of lO to 12 miles, 
tiieir effective range a.u'.'iinst heavy 
armor is le.-s than si.\ miles, and they 
can hardly be said to have any etl'ective 
range at all against properly OOnstmct- 
etl coast deft>nse.'?. 

"Tiie pneumatic guns now at S;indy 
Hook are only limited successes. Their 
range is too short. -\ fleet of ironclads 
could stiind olY out of their range aud 
iu tinii' silence them. 

"Zalinski lias failed to solve the prob- 
lem which I claim to have solved. Ho 
gets his pressure all right, but iu deliv- 
ering air into the breech of his gun on 
obliijue lines lie gets a 'cycloric action.' 
In my improved guu that is avoided, 
tht! air pressure is direct upon the 
sh(dl." 

Mr. Hefford has submitted his plans 
to (ieneral Miles and to the coniniitt''es 
ou military affairs and fortiiications. 
He is confident that the government 
will give his uow guu au uxhuustiva 
trial.

PROVED A DOUBLE MURDER.

MrNClE, Ind., May 21.— Janioa Dugau 
died last night at 7 o'clock at the liome 
of his sister, Mrs. Peter Menard, who 
resides on Ninth street. On tho 20th of 
April, Frank Oallaher, James Dugau 
and Joseph Raid engaged in a fight 
near Morton's saloon, in Heekin park, 
in which Frank Oallaher with an open 
knife stabbed Joseiih Reid through 
the right lung, causing his death a few 
days later, and James Dugan in the 
back of the head. The knife jienetrated 
the skull and broke otf, leaving the 
blade iu his bcaiii. It was removed by 
his physician, but he gradually grew 
weaker and died last night, after 20 
days of sufl'e;'ing. 

Dugan wah aged 2(> years, Reid, 21, 
aud Gallaher, 21. The remains will be 
taken to Lockport, N. Y., where hia 
mother, a brother and sister resiile. 
Gallaher claims he acted iu self-de- 
fense.

the future with our own manufactur- 
ers, the statistical burean of the state 
department some time ago called niton 
United States Minister Dun at Tokio 
to reiH)rt ujion "tlic prosjiects of com 
]ietition by Americaa manufacturers 
for c(jntracts iu the Japan>vse empire. ' 

The minister, in the course ol Ins re- 
sponse, which will appear in the m-it 
number of tho consular n^jjorfs, says 
that while there has until recently been 
a hirge diti"ereuce in favor of the Hriiuli 
in cost of production, this is rapidly 
disappearing aud there are now fair 
Iirospccts of some articles of Americ an 
manufacturo superseding the English 
.mil other European miutes. This fact 
:> ' wing more to superior finish and ex- 
cellence than in the price of Americau 
goods. Americau locomotives are grow- 
ing in favor in sjiite of obstacles iirisiiig 
from the fact that British machines 
have have been used and the shops are 
unfitted for the repair of the American 
engines. 

Mr. Dun gives some advice to Amor- 
ican makers as to the necessity of tlieir 
studying the tastes of tho Japanese as 
do the British, instead of trying to edu- 
cate them to use our .standards, and he 
adds that after all the greatest com- 
petitor, not oul^ the American, but the 
European, has in Japan, is tho growth 
of tlie homo industries. With uulim- 
ited cheap skilled labor, im abundance 
e if coal and magnificent water power, 
the indications are that in the near 
future the manufacturing industries in 
Japan will increase enormously. 

when the new treaties come into 
operation there will, however, be noth- 
ing to hinder American enterprise from 
taking advantage of these great oppor- 
tuuitiea by stwting manufactories iu 
Japan. The Japanese government, the 
miuister reports, is about to contract 
for the construction of four big battle- 
ships abroad and some of these will go 
to the United States if the diet ap- 
proves.

The bill as passed adds 
to the classes of aliens excluded from 
admission to the United Srat< s all male 
persons bi'tween Ihe agi s of p; and (in 
years of age (except jiaieiits of persons 
living iu this country; who can not 
both read and write English or some 
other language. 

Tho Corliss amendment added to the 
bill excludes aliens who come across the 
borders year after year to perform laboi 
iu the United States with no intoution 
of settling therein. It declares all la- 
bor contracts with aliens void and 
makes parties thereto within the jmis- 
dictiou of the United States punishable 
by a fine of $1,(X)U or imprisonment uot 
exceeding one yeiu:; makes it a misile- 
uieunor for naturalized citizens who 
have retmned to a foieigu country, 
make the same his home to again per- 
form labor iu the United States; makes 
it a misdemeanor for uny alien tu cross 
the border for labor iu tho United 
States except at a port of entry and iin- 
jKises a head tax of 50 cents on each iiu- 
uiigrant.

by $15,000,000. Mr. Sherman did not 
respond to the suggestion. The fortifi- 
cation bill as passed carries $10,7U^,6ii8, 
14,018,051 more than the house appro- 
priated.

[For the week eudlnR Moixiay, Majr U.] 
Ttie weather conditions of the past 
week were upon the whole more favor 
j able to crops generally than tboae of the 
I preceding month. While the rain was 
I mainly in the form of local showers, yet 
so heavy and frequent were tb^ in the 
western sections of the State, that the 
drouth may be said to be broken in that 
division. la other parts of the State th 
rainfall was much lees, and while In some 

localities there was a snflicient amonnf 
to allay in a measure the ellects of the 
drouth, more is badly needed, especially 
in the bluegraaa counties and eastward 

There are 
strong indications at the date of this 
report that good rains will fall in these 
sections before Wednesday night. The 
temjieratnre, while laiiiiing from five to 
seven degrees above the average daily 
during the week, did not attain the 
marked extreiiu's which cliaracterizeil 
several jireceding weeks. The amount 
of sunshine received varied considerably 
in difTerent jiarts of the .State, the west- 
ern section receiving slightly less than 
the normal amount, and in the central 
and eastern portions a considerable 
excess prevailed, tienerally speaking 
there is less complaint of destructive 
worms and insects than for several weeks 
past. 

Western Kentucky.— Like \]\-«f of 
several preceeding weeks, reports from 
this section indicate a better state of crop 
conditions than that which obtains in 
other parts of Kentucky. Nearly all 
counties.report sufficient rain, and \n the 

extreme western ones heavy drenching 
showers occurred, several correspondents 
reporting amounts of precipitation in 
excess of two inches. In several of the 
more easterly coiintiea complaints of lack 
(A rain are Mill being made. A severe 
local storm in Marshall County isunday 
damaged crops to some extent. The 
repoi ts ( oiicerning wheat are somewhat 
conflicting, but as a rule they do not 
ai>pear to be quite so favorable as those 
of last week, much complaint being 
made that it is heading low. The cor- 
respondent in Union County states that 
it is holding its own in that section, and 
that the prospect for a crop is good. It 
has suffered some damage from high 
winds and from the ravaj;es of the cinch 
bug. Corn is almost unanimously re- 
ported to be in fine condition. The 
greater ))ortioii is above ground and 
much <if it lias been worked. Some few 
tields in the lowlands yet remain un- 
planted. Clover and timothy have suf- 
fered from the ravages of tbe army 
worms, and the former does not look 
well as a rule. Tobacco setting has made 
very rapid progress during the week, 
and in many counties fully one-half of 
the crop was transplanted during the 
week. Indications point to a shortage 
of apjiles, but ]>eaches and the smaller 
fruits are abundant. 

Central Kentucky.— The drouth which 
has prevailed in this section of the State 
for some weeks past was relieved in a 
measure by the light local showers which 
fell during' the week. The rain was in- 
HUllicient in ainotmt, howcvtsr, to do 
more than partially revive crops, and in 
many cases came too late to be beneficial. 
Wheat is heauing very low, and farmers 
are much discouraged at the prospect for 
a crop. Good rain would improve it, 
but in many localities it has Buffered 
permanent injury from tln! luotracted 
drouth. Some tobacco lias been set, but 
the season has not been favorable for any 
gr. al pio^rress with the work. There are 
complaints of scarcity of plants from 
Kenton, Owen, Scott and adjoining coun- 
ties. Corn has come up well, and the 
stand is j.'eiietally reported to be good. 
This crop Imh suffered less from the 
drouth than have any of the others. 
The rain improved clover and timothy 
somewhat, but both are still short and 
need more moisture badly. Oats have 
been seriously injured in most localities, 
but not so much that good rains will not 
serve to revive them. Pastures have im- 
proved, and blaegrass is reported to be 
growing' nicely a<:ain. llemiilooks liadly, 
some of the seed failing to germinate, 
giving the fields an irregular appearance. 

Apples are reported to be scarce, but the 
prospect for other fruit is good. Gardens 
are doing moderately well. But few com- 
plaints are made of the praaonce of cut- 
worms. 

Fastern Kentucky. — "^he light showers 
of the week have revived vegetation to 
some extent but more rain is badly 
neede<l. In many places tbe soil is so 
dry and hard thai it can not be worked. 
Com, as a rule, looka well, but in a num- 
iier of counties is commencing to yellow 
from lack of rain. But little tobacco has 
been set and there are complaints of 
scarcity of jdants from Lewis and several 
adjoining counties. Wheat is in a gen- 
erally poor condition and some corre- 
spondents state that it w ill be too low to 
cut. Rye and oats are short and need 
rain very badly. Pastures and meadows 
arc poor and there is a scarcity of grass 
for stock reported from many counties.
